Geneva, Dec. 9. 

The freeing of the markets for raw 
materials js urged by the League 
Economic Committee jn Its report to 
the Council published here. The re- 
port suggests that the governments 
conform as far as possible in follow- 
dng the principle that raw materials 
should not be: subjected to export 
prohibitions and restrictions, except in 
pursuance of an International requina- 
tion scheme, nor be subjected to 
export dutics except those dutles im- 
posed uniformly on all buyers for 
revenue or in order to finance im- 
proved production methods. 

The report further: suggests that 
forelgners should have the same rights 
and factlities as natlonalg for deve- 
loping natural resources in both 
soverelgn countries and colonics,—

The British Am- 
bassador at Tokyo had also made 
representations to the Japanese 
Government.

WINTER 
_IN YEARS 


Britain Swept By 
Snow - Storms 


5 London, Dec, 9, 
The British Isles are in the grip of 
the severest weather for at least four 
years and the carlicst onslaught of 
winter for over a decade. 

Toboganning enthusinsts are re- 
jolcing in the heavy fatl of snow. 

Gales have strewn the countryside 
In the West, and South-west of Bri- 
tnin especially, with broken telegraph 
and electric power poles and trees, 
blocking the roads ‘and interrupting 
telegraphic communications. Seventy 
such poles lay in the streets of Salls- 
bury a foot deep in mow, while 
Salisbury Plain, and West Wilts and 
Dorset villages are completely 
tgolated. The maln roads from Lon- 
don to the South-west are dolted with 
abandoned cars, lorrics and motor 
bunes. s 

For twelve hours the main 
Southampton-Bourncmouth road was 
blocked by fallen poles and five-foot 
snowdrifts, and many villages . oro 
without light. - . 

Automobile Association scouts re- 
mained on duty throughout the night 
to warn motorists where roads were 
Impassoble, but hundreds of motorists 
found that turning back was Imprac- 
tleable, and spent the night in their 
cars or trampe.t to Inn» and cottages 
for shelter.—Reuter’s Special.

They reallee, however, that Russla 
cannot take definite actlon in tho 
Far East until she feels herself free 
from possible attack in Europe. 
Chinese circles regard Italy as being 
definitely pro-Japanese, but belicve 
that Germany wishes to bo on fricnd- 
ly terms with both China and Japan, 

As a result of changes which have 
taken place in the past few weeks, 
no attempt is made to disguise the 
fact that the Chinese -Government 
centred at Chungking exists in namo 
only, The whole civil administration 
of the Government has practically 
faded away and Is replaced by a 
mil{tary organisation developed from 
Chinng. Kaleshek’s headquarters. As 
an example, the Foreign Office which 
normally had a staf of more than 
400 now bousts fewer than 50. 

Among further changes fore- 
shadowed {s a more active part in’ 
wovernmental affairs for the Com- 
munist leaders Chu Teh, Peng Tah- 
huf and) Mo Tse-tung, who have 
hitherto been active as, chiefs of the 
so-called 8th Route or ex-Communist 
Army. . 

If the Japanese forces move west- 
ward from .Nanking, the Central 
China province of Hunon is expect- 
ed to be the base of future Chinese 
operations and training wround for 
the new Chinese army.—Reuter,

There are certain aspects of 
the case for pacifism with which 
most liberal-minded people will 
agree. There can be no doubt 
that, in a broad sense, the tak- 
ingy of human life is wrong.

The failure of Strathroy was ou 
very sad blow to the owner and its 
supporters, for this brown gelding of 
Mr, J. EF. Mucgregor finished amonjt 
the “also runs” in the Ssughton 
Handleap for “A class Australlart 
ponies. It was a pitiful sight to sec 
Strathroy unnbte to keep up the 
pace with the leaders owlng to lack 
of energy and speed, and it was 
obvious that the champlon pony was 
out of the race long before entering 
the stralght, It was ona very fast 
mile, the entire route being covered 
in 1.43,.4/5, and the time was one 
and one-fifth seconds faster than the 
record of 1.45 sot by Saucy Face.

The defeat was no 
disgrace to Strathroy, for he was 
conceding a stone and a half to the 
winner, this was the second occasion 
that he ran unplaced since his racing 
career, the first being {n the Rooty- 
Hill Derby of 1936.

Tondon, Dee. 9. ‘ 
Mr. Neville Chamberlain, the 
Prime Minister, was enthuslastl- 
cally received when he addressed 
an audience of nearly 3,000 in 
London to-day in connection with 
the Empire Unity Campaign. 
Mr, Chamberlain said that under the 
Ottawa agreement, Britain's importa 
from the countries represented there 
had been increased by 41 per cent. 
while Brituln’s exports to those 
countries had been increased by 46 
per cent. between 1932 and 1936, und 
there had been a great Increase in- 
imports and ¢xports for the first nine 
months of this year. 


Mr. Chamberlain odded: “So we 


‘see thnt the policy of Imperinl Pre- 


ference In practice has been twice 
beessed, It has benefitted the Do- 
minions und also this country.” 

During the same period  Brituin'’s 
exports to forelgn countries had ase 
greatly  inerensed. These — figures 
proved that the inercase in Imperial 
trade, instead of diminishing foreign 
tride had added economic. stability 
tu the world and had therefore proved 
to be an stimulus to the international 
exchange of goods. 


DEFENCE ISSUE 


Referring tu the Imperial Con- 
ference after the Coronntlon, Mr. 
Chamberlain safd that never in all 
the history of Imperial Conferences 
was the sense of kinship ‘better or 
fundamental unity between the 
representatives on all essentlal {ssucs 
more clearly demonstrated. There 
were further efforts they could make 
to bring them nearer the soal—name- 
ly collaboration with other partners 
in the British Commonwealth in the 
means of defence—in their. attitude 
und relation with foreign Powers, nnd 
in the, development of means of com- 
municution and the building up of 
scanty populations with fresh blood. 


STANDS IN FRONT RANK 


Speaking of the rival systems of 
government, Mr. Chamberlain said: 

“It ls no wish of.ours to prescribe 
tu other nations: the sort of Govern- 
ment they should have. For our- 
selves we prefer and mean to main- 
tain that form of democracy we have 
built up for hundreds of years and 
which Is best suited to the habits, 
ways and thought of our people. 

“We rejoice to find that in these 
gveat Dominions there, too, are the 
sume forms of democracy, untoucned 
by Fascism or Communism, sivndng 
for the same ideals of peace, liberty 
and justice that we do ourselves, 

“We reallse by our partnership 
with these other. democracics that 
we are raised from the status of a 
fourth-rate Power to be the heart of 
un Empire which stands in the front 
run of all the Powers of the world.” 
—Reuter, —

Japan’s Fleet May 
Get Through And 
Cut Off Retreat 


Shanghai, Dec. 10. 

A Japanese military spokes- 
man said to-day that the fate of 
Nanking was senjed and the fall 
of the city was expected within 
24 hours, though’ the Chincse 
so far were strongly resisting. 

A Japanese naval spokesman said 
that acroplanes yesterday bombed 
the Nanchang airport, ‘ which was 
considered on ‘ likely spot for 
Generalissimo Chiang  Kat-shek to 
take refuze, He refused to fell the 
whtreabouts of warships in the 
Yangtze, but many observers belleve 
Japinese vessels will arrive at Non- 
king simultancously with the final 
lund attack, so that the Chinese re- 
treat across the river will be cut off. 

Forelgn army observers said thot 
Japanese planes yesterday very 
severely bombed Nanking.—United 
Press. A

Report On Conditions 


Nanking, Dee. :10, 

Mr, M. S. Bates of Hiram, Ohio, 
Dr, Mills of Camden, N.J., and Mr. 
J, H. D, Rabe, a German member 
of the Internatlonal Relief Comniittee, 
with ‘two Chinese military officers 
accompanying them, had the north 
gate opened Inte yesterday and they 
proceeded to U.S.S. Panay where they 
conferred with Mr, Atcheson of the 
Embassy before returning to the city. 

They reported that during the 
afternoon Japanese troops hud reach- 
ed Kwanghau Gate, where — the 
Chinese defenders were on top of the 
walls firing machinc-guns und rifles. 
Subsequently acorcs were. killed 
by power-diving Japanese bombing 
planes, but the walls were not scrious- 
ly damaged and the defence was, still 
intact, 

The wounded included a coolic 
bearing rice to the relief ‘committee, 
who was blinded in one eye. They 
reported that up to that time there 
were no firdy in.the city and that 
wood order was being maintained. 
No Americans had yet been Injured. 
The Japanese presumably, from the 
sound of the firing, were spreading to 
the south-west of the city, though the 
infrequent rumble of artillery was for 
a time lulled, and the flring between 
the Panay and the city had also dicd 
down. 


H.M. Gunboats Leave 


British gunboats yesterday pulled 
otit and went up river for two miles, 
und ore lying off Jurdine'’s bulk where 
numerous craft, including: the 
Standard-Oil Company's launches, are 
anchored, thus isolating the American 
Runt Panay, with the exception of 
three or four sinall boats, which were 
yrouped around. At that time nine 
huge fires were raging between the 
Panay and the city walls, and others 
were blazing at Pukow, creating 
brilliant pillars: of fre and smoke 
against the blackness of the night. 


According, to a naval report two 
bombs fell at Hoslakwan  yestariay 
and one hit the Butterfighd-uow’ Swire 
compound, but.did iio damage, apart 
from -Spraying nino-Inch pieces of 
Shrapnel within three yards of the 
Panay's sampan which was tied up 
at a pontoon, while a dud bomb fell 
40 yards away from the Panay's bows, 
Naval officers agree that the bomb 
would probably have sunk the ship 
i it had struck.—Uniled Press. 


‘Success Delayed 


: Shanghal, Dec. 10. 

-As a result of Intest Chinese reports, 
-forelgn-observers-in-Shanghal-believa. 
that the fall of Nanking will be de- 
layed until past nightfall, as predicted 
by a Japanese army spokesman, ‘since 
new Chinese troops are augmenting 
the eleven divisions inside the city 
and those entrenched outside. the 
walls. 

Others are hurassing the  un- 
strengthened Japanese lines of com- 
munication. 

It is belleved that the Japanese at 
the present are strategically delaying 
the assault, waiting for supplies to 
come up, as well as the .capture of 
Wuhu, which would thus obviate a 
frontal assault on Nanking, to which 
they are not so near as they claim. 

Chinese troops are burning build- 
ings on the Bund In order not to Icave 
uny vantage point for the Japunese to 
occupy. At present the attackers are 
believed to be nine miles from, the 
South Gate, cight miles from the cast 
gate and elght miles from the south- 
east gate.—United Press, 


Stiff Resistance 


Nanking, Dec. 10. 

The Japanese offensive has now 
begun in earnest, ‘The air was filled 
yesterday with the rattle of machine- 
guns, the bark of field guns and the 
exploding of bombs from Japanese 
planes. 

The defenders are stubbornly 
resisting and hitherto have succeeded 
In holding the Japanese at bay. 

The destruction of bulldings is 
likely to afford cover to the attackers, 
who continued the offensive all day, 
and at night the city was ringed with 
flames and covered with o pall of 
smoke.

A Japanese naval spokesman said 
that acroplanes yesterday bombcd 
the Nanchang airport, which was 
considered no likely spot for 
Generalissimo Chlang Kal-shek to 
toke refuge. Ho refused to tell the 
whereabouts of warships in the 
Yangtze, -but many observers believe 
Japanese vessels will arrive at Nan- 
king simultancously with the final 
land attack, so that the Chinese re- 
treut across the river will be cut off.

London, Dee, 0. 
The British Isics are in the grip of 
the severest weather for at least four 
years and the carliest onslaught of 
winter for over a decade. 


Toboganning enthuslosts. are re- 
joicing In the heavy fall of snow. 

Gotes have strewn the countryside 
In the West, and South-west of Bri- 
tain especially, with broken telegraph | 
and electric power, poles and trees. 
blpcking the roads Interrupting ° 
telegraphic communications, Seventy 
such poles lay in the streets of Salis- 
bury a foot deep in snow, while 
Salisbury Plain, and West Wilts and 
Dorset villages ore completely 
{solated. ‘The main roads from Lon- 
don to the South-west are dotted with 
nbandoned cars, lorrics and motor’ 
buses. ° 

For twelve hours the main 
Southampton-Bournemouth road was 
blocked by fallen poles and five-foot 
snowdrifts, and many villages are 
without light. 

Automobile Associatlon scouts re-. 
mained on duty throughout the night: 
to warn motorists where roads were 
Impassabie; but hundreds of motorists 
found that tuning back was imprac- 
ticable, ond spent the night In‘ their 
cars ‘or tramped-to inns and cottages 
for shelter.—Reuter’a Special.

Chinese Promise To 
Defend Port If 
_ Japan Attacks 


Tsingtao, Dec, 10. 
‘ Admirul Shen Hung-lich, the 
Mayor, and local military authorities, 
have announced thelr determination 
to “resist to the death” any Japanese 
attempt on Tsingtao. 

In an interview the Mayor said: 
“We shall defend Tsingtao to the tast. 
Furthermore, any Japanese attempt 
to storm Tsingtao will be made as 
expensive as possible.” 

The Mayor added that the local 
situation was “fast heading towards a 
crisis as the enveloping movement 
Proceeds.” :

(Lib.) and Lord Cranborne, in 
n written reply said the British 
Consul-General ot Mukden at 
already protested against this 
discriminatory legislation, which 
was an evident -contnadiction of 
tho principle of the “Open Door” 
and British treaty rights. The 
British Ambassador in Tokyo 
had drawn the attention of the 
Japanese Government to the 
position and he understood the 
French and American govern- 
ments had taken similar action. 

In a written reply to Lt.-Comdr, 
R. T. H. Fletcher (Lab.), Lord Cran- 
borne said that Admiral Sir Charles 
Little, Commander-in-Chicf of - the 
China station, had immedlately pro- 
tested in regard to the Wuhu Incident 
to the Japanese Admiral, who had 
expressed regret. The British Am- 
bassudor at Tokyo had also made 
representatlons to the Japanese 
Government. : 

With regard to the attacle on thi 
steamcr Siushan, his present informa- 
tion tended to‘show that firing was 
carried out by Chinese troops. If 
further enquiries, which were being 
made by the British Consul-Gencral 
in Shanghai, confirmed this, represen- 
tutions would be addressed to the 
Chinese Government.—Reuter.

They were big machines and 
were not seriously bothered by the 
anti-aircraft. guns. 

Pom-pom and machine-gun fire 
burst out from a point only 100 yards 
from Shomcen, but the gunners ap- 
peared to be unduly optimistic as the 
planes were well to the west, heading 
south, , 

Chinese sources state that 17 planes 
were sighted In the vicinity of Bocca 
Tigris this morning. These are be- 
Neved to have split up into groups, 
portions of which caused the present 
outbreak.—Reuter, :
